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FISCAL ANALYSIS

ASSUMPTION

Officials at the Department of Transportation assume that the proposal would have no fiscal
impact on their agency.

The Department of Transportation (MoDOT) stipulates that the increased weight limits will
cause wear and shortened pavement life. Oversight notes that this will likely result in higher
maintenance costs in the long term for both MoDOT and local governments.

The City of Kansas City (CKC) assumes that any fiscal benefit from this proposal cannot be
quantified. CKC notes that the proposal is believed to be beneficial to the city and could enhance
commerce.
